W ashington, Jan. 11.—Senator Scott o f 
the senate com mittee on m ilitary affairs 
subm itted In executive session of the sen­ 
ate a review of evidence Introduced be­ 
fore the com m ittee In the hearing on the 
nomination of General Wood to be m ajor 
general. Scott gave his reason for oppos­ 
in g confirmation. H e quotes m any points 
brouhgt out against Wood, particularly 
In connection w ito the charges th a t Wood 
accepted gifts from* th e Jai Alai com­ 
pany, a gam bling institution of H avana, 
and w as guilty of complicity ixdth M ajor 
Runcle in prepartalon and publicatioh of 
an article reflecting discretably on M ajor 
G<meral 
Brooke, 
his 
ranking 
officer. 
Senator Soctt comments on evidence in- 
trodiiciid tending to reflect directly upon 
General W ood's character as a man by 
im peaching his integrity and veracity, and 
then, after summing up other - charges, 
says: 


•‘To my mind a most grievous injustice 
has been done In preferm ent of General 
Wood over a hundred o r more old arm y 
offlcei*s—officers who won distinction on 
m any a bloody 
battlofield-~battleflcld*t 
where more lives were lost and more pris 
oners taken In one day than during the 
entire Spanish-American. war,”

It iaoes not pay for a nation to violate 
the rights of th e people of another na­ 
tion InvdfWlSl so much of addition, sub­ 
traction, smultlpMcation and division th a t 
we m ay g e t lost in the maze of m athe­ 
m atics. 
B ut to say th a t 'the wages of 
sin 
is death* Is 
to give an 
epitome 
of history th a t accords with each person’s 
experience. 
In dealing with trusts, fin­ 
ance, labor problems and all other ques­ 
tions a t i.ssue we m ust view them from a 
m oral standpoint and arraign every evil at 
th e bar of public confidence.’”

Federal anti City Bmpoyes of 
Chicago May Ptfrm Corpora­ 
tion to BenéÉt Them. 


Chicago, . Jan. ll.-C hicago papers to 
morrow will p rin t a story to the effect 
th a t 6,000 employes of the city and federal 
g o v e r^ e h t located lit Chicago have h it 
vpon a plan which will give them all the 
advantages of belonging to a labor union 
without, in fact, becoming members of 
such an organization. 


The story, in effect, is th a t lO.OW) acres 
of land have been acquired in the prov-' 
ince of Chihuahua, Mexteo, and a re now 
held under option. This land is the pro­ 
posed proyerty of the corporation which is 
to be formed. Of this corporation, which 
Is ostensibly to be a land-iioldlng organi- 
smtlon, policemen, firemen and postal em­ 
ployes are to be shareholders and all de­ 
liberations are to be held behind closed 
doors. W ith the money gathered through 
the sales of sharies to members legislation 
Is to be Influenced. The prom oters insist 
the organization cannot be touched on ac­ 
count o£.the fact th a t there can be no in­ 
terference with the property rights of a 
corporation or of its rights to. secret de­ 
liberation. Should this venture prove suc­ 
cessful branches of the organization, each 
owning its own tra c t'a n d 
holding 
Its 
meetings bchin<l closed doors,* will be 
formed throughout the country and in 
this way united action of municipal as 
well as government employe.®! can be se- 
eured. 


TEBEAU SECURPS INJUNCTION.

PETBBSBURG 
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Pointe of Communication 
Presented Japan by Rnssla— 
W as^rsonally Edited and Cor« 
r e c ^ Tby tlie CzAr. 


Berlin, Jan. U.—The St. Petersburg cor­ 
respondent of the Lokal Anzleger gives 
a much mòre serious view of the fa r east­ 
ern situation than has hitherto em anated 
from th a t capital. 
» 


The correspondent claims he had au­ 
thentic Information th a t those In official 
circles entertain greater concern over dif­ 
ficulties between R ussia and Japan than 
they have heretofore allowed to become 
known. Recently th e czar had a confer­ 
ence w ith the m iidster of foreign affairs, 
m inister of w ar and chairm an of the com- 
miUee on east Aslastlc affalrs.,^ 
drew 
up a communication which, the corres­ 
pondent says, the czar personally edited 
and corrected- This conmiunleatlon, the 
correspondent say.s, contains the.se points: 
“F irst—Japan will various concessions in 
Corea. 


“Second—In the south of Corea Japanese 
can act not only in their econ<Mnic inter­ 
est, but they can adopt strategic m easures 
corresponding with these interests, 
•‘Third—R ussia allows Jap^n full com­ 
mercial freedom of action In north Corea, 
b«t J.apan m ust not perm anently occupy 
fortifide towns either to the 
north 
or 
south, and neither on the coast nor In the 
Interior. 


“Fourth—A neutral zone of fifty kilo­ 
m etres broad is to Bè erected between 
Corea and M anchuria along the Yalu and 
Tumen river.s. in which neither Ru.s.sia nor 
Japan can establish fortlfled positions; 
also that thes trait between Japan and 
Corea shall be neutral, thus giving free 
Ingre.ss and egress to Russian ves.sels. 


“F ifth—In reference to M anchuria R us­ 
sia accepts no conditions, but declares she 
Is ready to perm it Japan and other pow­ 
ers to represent their lntere.st.s^ embracing 
the 'open door’ for Mukden 
and 
New 
Chwapg.”

Thé Lok^l. A n tí^ e r's correspondent adds 
th at Admiral Alexteff, Russian viceroy in 
the far east, has of l.ite been .sending two 
or three comprehensive dispatches daily 
to th goVrnm nt in which he takes a 
gloomy vieiç' of future development. The 
w ar Idea isu npopular in Russia, but it is 
feared som e’untow ard Incident may occur 
any day which will It Inevitable for R us­ 
sia to become fully convinced of Japan’s 
warlike intentions. 


London, Jan, 11.—The Mail’s Tokio còr- 
respondnt says that Baron de Rosen. Rus­ 
sian minister, sent a reply Saturday to 
Foreign Minister Komura's c ommunica- 
tlon of Friday, and that to day M. Arseni- 
eff, second secretary of the Russian lega­ 
tion« left hurriedly for Nagasaki with im­ 
portant dispatches to be forwarded by à 
Russian warship to Viceroy Xlexieff. 


Vienna, Jan. 11.—There is a more hopeful 
feeling prevailing here regarding the sit­ 
uation in the far east. A favofable im­ 
pression was created by China’s ratifica­ 
tion at this juncture of a treaty with the 
United States. Makino, Japanese minis­ 
ter. says this measure is bound to exert 
a strong moral effect and that the most 
opportune moment was chosen to consum­ 
mate it 


Moscow, Jan. 11.-Notwithstanding ru­ 
mors of movements of Russian and Ja­ 
panese annles and navies war Is not con­ 
sidered likely here. The Russkija Vedo- 
mosti. which reflects the opinion of Influ­ 
ential merchants and the educated mid­ 
dle class, says: 
> 


“It is more important for Russia to fos­ 
ter internal dévelopments and husband 
her resources for weightier purposes than 
to seek acquisition of a yellow Russia, 
involving enormous expenditures and pro­ 
fiting only adventurers/’ 


The paper ridicules reports of deprecia­ 
tion of Japanese strength and says:. 


“She has five millions of men nearer the 
scene than Russia’s one million. Japan 
is better armed and equipped and has 
powerful backing. ^ Russia cannot profit 
by a victory and results of her defeat 
would be appaliliiff .to the countrs”.'*

open, and then reached up and broke the 
‘transom w ith' his first. 
Being unable to 
open the door, he pullett himself up and 
through the transom , dropping upon the 
outside of the door, where he found a man 
With a lot of tools. H e was presum ably a 
carpenter. 
The tw o tried in every way 
to break down the door from the outsii^e, 
but could not, and then Strong pulled 
himself up into the transom a second time, 
intending, if possible, to pull IiIh m other 
and wife out in the .same way as he had 
e.ccaped. W hile he was half w ay through 
tho transom flames filled all th a t part of 
the theatre, hLs m other and wife were 
burned in front of his eyes and he was so 
badly scorehed th at for .several days his 
life was despaired of. 
He said th a t not 
only his own fam ily but hundreds of other 
people eould h.%ve gotten through thi/* 
door and been saved had it not l»een lock­ 
ed. W hen he looked through the transom 
a second time, he declared, the entin* 
passageway w ^a^^jgRied with people.

ulation; in New York and Pennsyl 
vania, one to every 424; in Virginia, 
Maryland, Kentucky and Tennessee 
the ratio is one to 010; in Ohio, Illi­ 
nois and Michigan the same; in the 
middle west one to 750; in the soiith 
ern states, one to 035; and in the 
Roeky■ monntain division; one to 1,02.°! 
The- density of population is greater 
in New England, and there insanity 
is most common*; and the relative 
number of insane decreases regularly 
with the increasing*sparceness of pop­ 
ulation in the 
several 
divisions. 
There is one exception; in the Paeiiie 
coast states—California, Oregon and 
Washington—the insanity 
rate ' al­ 
most. reaches that of New England. 


This apparent aberration is ex­ 
plained by the theorie that the set­ 
tlers of California and the coast were 
of the class of riffraff and cranks and 
wild eyed men who followed in the 
wake of gold, whereas the Rocky 
mountain states and middle west were 
settled by the hardy and virile, ser­ 
ious minded men - who found new 
states with the sane and sensible pur­ 
pose of winning a sure living from 
Mother Eartlu In other words they 
were; not of the class from which 
“rainbow chasers” .are recruited.

H«w the Cherokee Ration Get a Orer 
the Race Problem. 


The race problem in the Cherokee 
Nation is solved to tlie general satis­ 
faction of the three raccs concerned 
and the intermcdiajy mixed bloods. In 
the location of homes the Cherokee 
full bloods and negroes are mostly in 
settlements. The intermarried whites 
largely are in the towns and territory 
contiguous to each other. The Chero­ 
kee speaking citizens much prefer to 
associate together. 


In the nation there are thirty schools 
attended by full blood Cherokee chil­ 
dren and seventeen by negro children. 
The negro blood schools are not so by 
legal requirement, but as a corollary 
of their preference to live near each 
other. The Cherokee and negro do not 
intermarry or socially mingle. 
Two 
seminaries and, an orphan asylum are 
attended by full bloods and mixed 
bloods only, jhe colored high school by 
negroes only. 


In the incorporated school districts 
whites and Indians attend the same 
schools, and race prejudice and undue 
feeling on either side are being lost 
in fellowship and friendship cultivated 
In the class room and on the playground 
Both sides are better satisfied in the 
combined schools than when they are 
kept separate. 
Full bloods seem to 
mingle as freely with white renters and 
their families of good character as 
they do with mixed bloods. 


Of the 38,500 citizens of the Cherokee 
Nation the best statistical information 
gives about 8,500 full bloods, 3,200 in 
termarried whites, 22,800 mixed bloods 
and 4,000 freedmen. — Kansas City 
Journal.

One day in 18G2 a boy who livec 
in Portland, Me., asked liis mother 
for a gnhrter for spending money

before. 
The mother said, “Why, 
don't you try to earn some money 
Cyrus, and thus have spending mon­ 
ey of your own ?” 


“Can I have all I make ?” he in­ 
quired« 


“Certainly,” she answered. 
The boy forthwith began to plan. 
Running across a newsboy ,in .the 
street,-Cyrus offered him a penny 
each for three papers. The regular 
price was 3 cents, but the boy was 
overstocked and gladly made the 
sale. 
Cyrus sold his papers at 
cents 'each and went home richer by 
6 cents. 


This was the beginning of a for­ 
tune which Cyrus Curtis, the owner; 
of the. Ladies’ Home Journal anc 
the Philadelphia Saturday Evening 
Post, has since acquired. After the 
first business venture young Curtis 
"sold papers regularly when out of 
•school. 
When but thirteen years 
old he published a little amateur 
sheet called Young America. 
He 
pakf^the ¿printer^$5 for printmg 400 
copies. 
The business did not suc­ 
ceed, but this did not discourage the 
boy. Saving a few dollars from the 
sale of newspapers, he went to Boa- 
ton, where he purchased a small 
printing outfit and established a lit­ 
tle printing office. 


Prom these humble beginnings 
Mr. Curtis became one of the great 
publishers of the present day.

l^ats For Frying, of Which Lard Is the 
Least Desirable. 


There is much to be said about 
the choice of fats for frying pur­ 
poses. 
A general idea, however, 
will suffice. 
Select fats that heat 
at a low temperature, those that do 
not scorch or burn easily. Vegeta­ 
ble fats are freer from contamina­ 
tion :than animal fats, says Mrs. 
Borer in Home J ournaL The whole­ 
someness of trying is always to be 
questioned; the idea of cleiinliness 
aids in the palatability. Fats made 
from cocoanut are exceedingly good; 
olive oil stands at the very head. 
There is no objection to using eot- 
onseed oil—in fact, I should al­ 
ways use it "in preference to animal 
iats. Beef suet carefully Tendered 
does not soak into the material so 
quickly as lard. Lard is the least 
desirable of all fats for frying pur­ 
poses. H one must use lard, add to 
it at least one-fifth its weight of 
beef suet: 
A mixture of oil and 
suet forms a good crust and one 
which does not easily absorb. 


Pried foods that will soil the fin­ 
gers when taken from the fat are 
not. fit to eat. Fried oysters, leav­ 
ing their marks on the sei ring plate, 
ate neither palatable nor dainty. 
Butter, frequently used for sueting, 
is the poorest of all frying materi­ 
als. 
It decomposes at the . boiling 
point of water, 212 degrees F. But­ 
ter softens the liber of fisli and oys­ 
ters and allows them to absorb 
grease.; Heated butter is more pala­ 
table than heated lard, but it also 
is much more injurious. 


Mints For the Housekeeper. 


Lard should be kept in a tin" and 
in a cool place. 


To have a custard pie of an even, 
nice brown when baked sprinkle a 
little sugar over thé top just before 
putting into the oven. 


^Èggs should be handled carefully, 
so as not to break the membrane 
separating the yolk aiid white, and 
kept ia a dry, cool .place. 
- People who are troubled with the 
froit on the windows of a cold room 
may keep them transparent by rub- 
bmg them with glycerin. .This will 
prevent a heavy frost forming on 
them.

natives, 
four francs were demanded by the 
guide. Mr. Elliott was preparing to 
meet the preference demanded by the 
Algerian when he overheard a conver­ 
sation between another traveler who 
was told to pay in Amrican money. 
Acting upon this advice Mr. -Elliott 
drew from his pocket a one dollar hill 
and proffered it. It was readily ac­ 
cepted! and ]VIr. Elliott leanifed lafci* 
that once the Algerian' had discovered 
the guarantee I;ehind the Amriecan 
dollar, they really preferred it to the 
French franc, as the value of the 
franc is .T. little under twenty, cents 
and in the exchange the native makes 
a greater profit than he othei*wise 
would need» no amplification. ^ Tliis 
is an argument for the gold- standard 
that is imanswerable and needs no 
amplification. 


Mr. and Mrs. Elliott had many 
otlier experiences tho t served to show 
the knowledge and influence of the 
United States had traveled beyond 
the western hemisphere arid in reálity 
had taken its place in the front rank 
in the great family of-nations.

It consists of a tinned cop­ 
per reservoir mounted on a tripod, with 
fine glass tube as outlet. When the 
rese^oir* is filled with a sample of the 
milk the stopcock is opened, and the 
time '^required for the escape of the 
iquid is noted in seconds, with the 
temperature, and reference to à tabic 
shows the exact character of milk cor­ 
responding to these data.
